STARTLING TESTIMONY. 


ieneral Breckeiirldgc Condemn* Gen* 


eral Sliafler In Strong Term*. 


Washington, Nov. 15 — General Breck- 
nridge continued his testimony before 
the war investigating commission to- 
day, dealing with thr- campaign in 
Cuba and the transportation of troops 
there. 


Speaking of the conflict of authority 


on the transports, he said the mas- 
ters of vessels did not respond as 
promptly as they might. He said the 
result of the campaign at Santiago 
was what he expected; the result was 
consistent with the character of the 
men who conducted it. It was what 
was to be expected from the limita- 
tions of General Shafter. 
He said, 


'I think it would have been different 
f General Miles had been in command, 
t would have been more satisfactorily 
conducted. I think he has more of 
the epark and genius of command 
than any man in the army. If he had 
had charge, he would have been in 
the front rank. The v Ictory was won 
when Toral's nerve gave out." 


He said this had been a war where 


our wonderful success was due to the 
supervision of the Lord in Heaven. 
He believed the result was a miracle. 
The outcome he ascribed to to the fact 
that our army was one capable of 
meeting all calls, no matter how tan- 
gled up. He quoted Lord Beresford's 
saying to his army, "I have let you 
into the devil of a fix, now it is your 
duty to fight like hell to get me out." 


He thought the government had done 


about one-fourth as well as it should 
have done, considering its system. 


General Breckinridge said 
he did 


not feel that Shafter was above crit- 
cisrn in his conduct of the campaign. 


Gen. McCook asked Gen. Breckin- 


ridge if he had visited Gen. Shafter in 
his tent when the latter was ill at 
Santiago, and Gen. Breckinridge re- 
plied that he had done so. 


"Did he then offer the command of 


the army, to you, as has been reported 
in the press?" 


Gen. Breckinridge replied: "I very 


much prefer not to answer that ques- 
tion. 
You should ask Gen. Shafter, 


Such conversation as occurred between 
Gen. Shafter and myself on that occa- 
sion is not of a. character to be spoken 
of lightly. I fail to see how a reply 
from me would promote the object of 
your inquiry. You want to know what 
Gen. Shafter did, not what he may 
have thought of doing. If Gen. Shaf- 
ter has not repeated the conversation 
I ought not to do BO."

STRIKE OX IN EARNEST. 


Twreuty-Six IIuu<fred Shoe Worker. 


Are Idle iu Marlboro. 


Marlboro, Mass., Nov. IS,—The great 


strike in this shoe manufacturing town 
has already taken on a serious aspect 
to each workman of the thousands who 
Uave left their work with the idea of 
correcting either a raal or imaginary 
wrong. 
Last nirht, as the union men 


met at their several headquarters, there 
seamed to be a firm determination to 
make a long fight. 


The strike was directly due to the de- 


cision of the firms named to conduct 
their factories' without recognizing the 
shoe workers' organization, an act, the 
strikers claim, which would eventually 
lead to a lower scale W wages and the 
genera! demoralization of the industry 
here, while other factories, it is believed', 
would probably take similar action pro- 
viding the attempt of the three firms is 
•uccessful. 


The feeling among a majority of the 


manufacturers is that the depressed con- 
dition of the shoe industry has been still 
further hampered tor a long- time by the 
unions, whose terms, many of the factory 
owners assert, make trade unprofitable. 


At present it is impossible to tell wheth- 


er any of the other firms will declare 
war on the unions. A number of them 
•will probably refrain from interference 
until the present struggle is settled. 


The cutters, stitchers, lasters, sole 


fasteners, treers and other unions who 
accepted the action of these three firms 
as a declarat 'on of war on the shoe work- 
ers' organizations at once began to pre- 
pare for a contest. Meetings were held 
last week and Sunday, and' measures 
were taken for strengthening the unions 
wherever a defect was found. John F. 
To bin of Boston, president of the Boot 
and Shoe Workers' International union. 
General Secretary Treasurer H. A- 
Eaton and other officers of the general 
organization, who axe in the city, with 
the secretaries of the local unions, en- 
gaged yesterday In conference with the 
three firms. They could not secure any 
compromise ar any concession from the 
manufacturers, and, lat€ in the forenoon, 
the council ordered a strike at the four 
factories of the S. H. Howe company, 
two faotqries of Rice & Hutchins and at 
J. A. Frye & Co.'s factories. The em- 
ployes, numbering about 2600 in aJl, were 
ordered to leave their work at noon. 


Prac.tlca.lly all the union men and 


women In the seven factories involved 
obeyed the org«r of the council. As soon 
as the employes left the factories they 
assembled at Union hall, where a mass 
meeting was held. General President 
Tubin addressed the strikers at length, 
•idvising them to remain away from th« 
shops. He cautioned them to be earefut 
and prevent any overt act against the 
peace by anybody. The strikers 
ap- 


peared enthusiastic and determined to 
;esist the attack on the union In every 
legitimate w^lr possible. 


The leaders contend that if the move- 


ment of the manufacturers is successful, 
It will prove an entering wedge forsimi- 
'.ir action in nearly every sQioe factory 
In Marlboro. They say that wages have 
iocn on the decline here for months, and 
'liat the war on the unions is actuated 
i\ a desire to further cut wages. 
The S. H. Howe eompaony employs 


.-.bout 1400 hands, the Rice & Hutching 
factories about 600 and J. A. Frye & Co. 
GOO. 


All the union* in the city agreed to 


abide by the decision of the general coun- 
cil after their conference with the three, 
firms. 


The firms called upon by the council 


did not appear to care whether their em- 
ployes struck or not. Business ia not 
v»ry good at the factories here, and t-om* 
of the manufacturers maintain that they 
will lose but little by a few weeks' Shut- 
down. 


A Joint council of the Boot and Shoe 


Workers' association was in session tha 
greater part of the afternoon and even- 
ing. 
President Tobin and Secretary 


Haton were in consultation with refer- 
r.oe to the difficulties, and they left 
town last night, to return in a few days, 
" hen they will advise as to the manner 
of procedure beat to the interests of rha 
laborers.

Plaint of Filipinos. 


Hong Kcng, Iv-i-.. 15.--John Barrett, 


ex-Unitsd States minister to Ssiam, was 
asked by the Filipino Junta to present a 
memorial to tlht> United States govern- 
ment and peop'f. Mr. Barrett replied 
that, while he Lould have no official in- 
fluence regarding the status of the mat- 
ter, he was satisfied that a document 
which represented the sentiments of the 
Filipino^ uould receive at the hands of 
the Americans all the consideration it 
marateid. Cor.tsquently the representa- 
tives (if General Aguinaido and his fol- 
lowers drew up what they designate as 
an "appeal to President McKinJey and 
the American people," but what is in 
r&ality rather in the nature of an ar- 
raignment or American actions in the 
Philippines. It says; 


"We, the Hong Kong representatives 


of our countrymen, appeal to the great 
and good judgment of President Mc- 
Kinley aoid the spirit of fairness and 
justice of the American people as it 
always shown in their regard for the 
petitions of the weak and oppressed. 


"While the fate of the islands is still 


undecided and we are doing all in our 
power to prevent a conflict between the 
Americana 
and. Filipinos — awaiting 


, patientfiy the conclusion of the Paris 
conference—we Implore the interven- 
tion of the president, supported by the 
will of the people, to end the slights 
shown our leaders, soldiers and people 
by some of th« American miHtary and 
naval officers, although we do not wish 
to wrong Admiral Dewey or General 
Otis." 


The memorial then avers that "false 


reports are spread broadcast, alleging 
that the Filipinos are refponFible for all 
the friction," points out that "the tension 
is greater every day and any moment a 
E'hot n*ay be fired by an irresponsible 
American or Filipino soldier, leading to 
great bloodshed," and beseeches the 
United States to "help the junta to con- 
trol our own people by directing Ameri- 
can officials at Maniia to temper their 
actiuns with friendship, justice and fair- 
ness. 


"From the commencement of the hos- 


tilities," continues the memorial, "the 
Filipinos arre-ded to all the American re- 
quests, but alter bottling up the Span- 
lards in Manila the Filipinos were com- 
pletely ignored when the Americans ad- 
vanced,, and thus deprived us of the fruit* 
of victory. Now, after months of cam- 
paigning', the Filipino troops have been 
ordered beyond the suburbs, where they 
have no quarters and wher* supplies are 
difficult to obtain. All our 
launched 


have been seized because of foolish ru- 
mors that we would attack Americans, 
and when we asked explanations we 
were not even answered:. The Spaniards, 
of late tjie enemies of the Americana, 
have been shown every consideration; 
while the Filipinos, th&ir friends and 
allies, are often treated as enemies." 


After asserting that the Filipinos uni- 


formly acted upon the advice of the 
Americans and were informally recog- 
nized by them until Manila v.'as cap- 
tjred, the memorial goes on to,«ay: 


"We can only attribute this sudden 


c hangre to orders from Washington to 
American officials at Manila lo avoid 
compromising the Amarlcan govern- 
ment by a recognition of the Filipinos or 
tlK>!r government. The Americans are 
carrying out these instructions literally, 
losing sight of the former friendly inter- 
course and assistance, and of the as- 
surances the American officials gave 
General Aguinaido, which he communi- 
cated to his followers." 


After emphasizing the junta's "abso- 


lute confidence in President McKinley 
nnd the people of the great republic," 
stating that "our protests are not 
prompted by animosity, but are directed 
against conditions existing at Manila 
•nd not againflt the American govern- 
ment and peopl«;" acknowledging "our 
•rrntHndp to Ama/rirttn arm* for d«>!»»rnj-- 
ing the Bpajtish power in the Philip- 
pines," and expressing "a hope that the 
islands are not to be returned to Spain," 
the memorial concludes thus: 


"We await the decision of the peace 


commission with even greater interest 
than the Americans, because it concerns 
our land, our happiness and «ur freedom. 
In the me*ntin>e we shall pray for peace 
and a perfoct understanding with th* 
Americans."

He was a line, tall follow of herculean 
build, and his intelligent features, which 
bore an expression of c-roat determination, 
were rendered very striking by a pair of 
keen blue eyes. But what made his ap- 
pearance still more remarkable was the 
fact that both his hair and beard were as 
white as snow, although thoy surrounded 
a countenance which would not permit 
one to reckon his age at more than about 
35. 


"Excuse me, gentlemen, if I am inter- 


rupting your conversation," he remarked, 
bowing poliu-ly to all ot us. "You wore 
just discussing a subject that has more 
than ordinary interest to me. I huppon 
myself to be a living proof that under cer- 
tain circumstances » terrible shock to the 
mind can prodatu that golf same physical 
effect of which you were just speaking 
and which the majority of you seem to 
discredit.' 


These words naturally excited the curi- 


osity of all present to the highest degree. 
We quickly made room for our new ac- 
quaintance nt the table, and when he had 
seated himself comfortably urged him to 
relate to us the circumstances which had 
produced such a strange and sudden 
change in his appearance. The stranger 
told us this story: 


"If any of you gentlemen have ever in- 


terested yourself closely in American af- 
fairs, the name of Auburn cannot well be 
strange to you. It denotes much the same 
for the United States as Spielberg does for 
Austria. 
You must not picture Auburn 


to yourselves merely as a gloomy and ex- 
tensive prison—as ono large, solitary 
bailding. No—it is rather an entire col- 
ony of criminals—a sort of town or me- 
tropolis for the wretches that the com- 
munity has thrust out. 


"Shut in by immense walls, which rise 


up from the level plain to a con- 
siderable height, are crowded togeth- 
er a large number of detached build- 
ings—houses that contain the prison cells, 
warders' dwellings, hospital and work- 
shops, all sullen and forbidding looking, 
and here and there dotted about may be 
seen a small patch of grass, a few trees 
and very occasionally a flowery bed, like 
the last lingering recollections of innocent 
childhood among the black thoughts of a 
criminal. 


"Certain events which would have but 


little interest for you had led to my jour- 
neying from Hamburg, my birthplace, to 
America immediately after the completion 
of my studleb, and after a short stay in 
New York I accepted the post of prison 
doctor at Auburn. I was Intrusted with 
the medical supervision over that part of 
tbe prison which was set apart for the 
worst class of criminals—men, or I should 
say human hyenas, whose blood, as Meph- 
istopheles says, had already ceased to ba 'a 
fluid of rare quality.' 


"Two of these wretches were destined 


to spend the remainder of their days in 
the prison, and they, by reason of their 
gfaat physical strength, as well as by the 
extraordinary cunning they had evinced 
In several desperate attempts to regain 
their freedom, were subjected to even 
closer supervision than the rest of their 
companions. I was an object of particular 
hatred and dislike to these two scoundrels, 
because I had been instrumental in tho 
discovery of a number of iron implements 
which they had concealed under their 
clothes, and 
on another occasion be- 


cause I h»d refused to receive them into 
tho hospital when they had feigned illness, 
expecting doubtless when they were once 
in there that they would find more favor- 
able opportunities for accomplishing their 
escape. The ruffians were separated and 
placed in remote parts of the prison and 
were laden with chains, but In spite of oil 
these precautions one fine morning the ono 
and a few days later tho other, together 
with their chains, had disappeared with- 
out leaving a trace behind them. 


"It must have been almost a fortnight 


after the flight of thoso two criminals, 
which had caused the utmost consterna- 
tion among the authorities at Anburn, 
that I ordered my horse one afternoon and 
started off for a ride to Cayuga bridge. 
My buiinesfl was soon finished and toward 
evening I started home again. Do you 
know bow delightful a ride on a summer's 
evening is? Cayuga bridge ia surrounded 
by extensive oak forests, through which 
the greater part of my journey lay. The 
gnarled and massive trunks cvJfet long 
shadows, and tho foliage rustled so gently 
in the soft evening breeze that one seemed 
rather to feel than to hear it. AH I rode 
between these giants of the forest sweet 
recollections of my distant home crept 
into my heart and sunk in my thoughts I 
lot the reins fall on my horse's neck, which 
trotted steadily forward. I admired the 
marvelous variety of color that the rays 
of the getting sun produced as they shone 
through the mass of dark green leaves and 
seemed to kindle their edges into flame. 


"Suddenly I was startled out of my rev- 


erie by a alight noise which appeared to 
came from the undergrowth on either side 
of Uiti road. Turning sharply round, I 
Krasped my revolver, but at tho same mo- 
ment I received a stunning blow on tho 
book of ray head which knocked me sense- 
less from my saddle. Once more I recol- 
lect opening my eyes and thinking I could

"It must have been late in the night

Most of thu Indian wars and threatened 


uprisings <<f Indians of wnich we hear uro 
brought about by the prevention of the 
)«rforiuantio of their ceremonies by the 
Indians. Of Mich a nature arc the trhost 
dunces and others. Although usually or- 
derly and never indulged in with the 
avowed purpose of wur, they have often 
awakened the dormant warlike spirit of 
the rudskins, and on this account the In- 
dian agents und olliccr» at the army posts 
do all that they can to prcnunt them. 
Hence the dances grow less numerous each 
year, and those that were onco indulged 
in are no longer seen. 


Tho mobt noted tininng the Indians for 


their dances wore tho Cheyenne, Arupahoe 
and Sioux Indian*. 
Tho Chippowus of 


Miiiiiubotu and D>iLut.t indulged in these 
ceremonies to a loss extent than did most 
of their neighbors. The three tribes first 
mentioned, however, wore noted far and 
vvulo for the variety and number of their 
dances. 
While now the dances, are of rare 


occurrence and done in a perfunctory man- 
ner, it was far different in the old days 
before the Indian reached his present 
seiniclvih/.rd condition. 


Indian ilunons are of three kinds—reli- 


gious ceremonial, secular ceremonial and 
social. 
Tiio houh-e-a-yum, or medicine 


dance, of tho Cheyeunus and Arapahoes is 
identical with the famous sun dance of the 
Sioux, and all the wild tribes had u dance 


i which presented the same idea. In the 


more warlike nations tho dance was fol- 


1 lowed by horrible tortures. The endur- 


ance of these tortures with stoicism was a 
great honor, for they wore looked upon as 
a test of endurance, and with the red men, 
as everybody knows, endimirce was ac- 
counted the greatest of human virtues. 
They were not a part of the medicine 
dance, but followed it as a supplemental 
ceremony.

Polionous Plant*. 


It is not generally understood that a 


large number of plants with which we are 
familiar contain poison more or less dead- 
ly according to tho quantity consumed. A 
very small piece of the bulb of a narcissus 
may cause death. Tho loaves, flowers, 
roots and bark of the oleander are deadly; 
Indeed the entire plant is dangerous to 
life. The jonquil and hyacinth are poison- 
ous. Peach and cherry pita contain prussio 
acid enough to kill, and yew berries ore 
responsible for serious loss of life. Most 
people know that tho lobelias are danger- 
ous, but that the lady slipper poisons in 
the same way as ivy is known to but few. 
The bulbs of lilies of the valley are poison- 
ous. Crocuses must be handled with care 
by certain persons 
Tho catnlpa 1ms pois- 


onous qualities, and to poppies, especially 


preceding in fasting and seclusion. 


When the old medicine men decided that 


the proper timo had arrived, they would 
send for the volunteers one by one. First 
they were stripped and then carefully ex- 
amined to note if it were likely that they 
could undergo the torture without fatal 
injury. 
After this examination had been 


passed by all eligible there were simple 
religious ceremonies, and then the chief 
medicine man approached with a sharp 
knife. On some men ho would make 
sharp incisions, two vertical incisions on 
each breast, about two inches apart, pass- 
ing tbe knife through the pectoral mus- 
cles. 
The parts between the Incisions 


would be lifted up and the ends of a horse- 
hair rope passed through and fastened to 
a piece of wood. The free ends of the rope 
were then fastened to the top of the lodge 
pole. Sometimes the incisions would be 
made through the muscles of the back and 
the rope stretched to blocks of wood or 
buffalo skulls. Others were dragged up 
into the air and left to hang until their 
weight and struggles tore out the flesh and 
released them. 


Each tribe usually had one purely reli- 


gious dance each year. If a tribe were in 
good circumstances, it would sometimes 
have two or more. Of all the ceremonial 
dances the medicine dance took prece- 
dence, and the scalp dance came next in 
importance. This always took place on 
tho day following tbe return of a success- 
ful war party and was only participated 
in by the members of that party. 
Before 


the dance a ceremony was performed by 
tho warriors who took the scalps, no one 
else being permitted to be presenter to sea 
what was done. Those who took part in 
this would form a circle, when the skin 
of the scalps would bo cared and all fleshy 
matter removed. Then each scalp would 
be stretched on a wooden stick and the 
hair dressed. Each warrior then attached 
his scalps to a small pole. 


When this ceremony had been complet- 


ed, the circle was broken and all the war- 
riors marched back to the camp and plant- 
ed their poles, with the dangling scalps, 
in a circle in the middle of the spot select- 
ed for the dance. Those who had scalps 
wore then joined by others who had taken 
part in the flght and who had thus won a 
right to tako part in the dance. 


A circle would be formed by the party 


around the scalp laden poles; At a signal 
the warriors joined hands and began a 
monotonous song, keeping timo with slow 
steps while turning about the scalps. 
Faster and faster grew the dance, wilder 
and wilder. As it progressed whoops and 
yells were uttered. Higher and higher tbo 
men would leap, loosing hands and brand- 
ishing their weapons. This would con- 
tinue until not only the dancers, but those 
who witnessed tho ceremony, would be- 
come intoxicated <rith mad excitement. 
Then one of tho participants would spring 
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die, would relate his story and by his ac- 
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A CHARGE AGAINST INDIAN 


AGENTS. 


Sines the recent outbreak of the Pil- 


Jager band of Chippewa Indians, in 
Minnesota, there have been charges 
that the Indians had grievances which 
explain their emeute, and hints have 
been thrown out which involve the in- 
tregity of Indian agents and. others 
•who have had dealings with, the In- 
dians through the agents. It has been 
eaid 
that the Indians have been 


swindled on timber dealings, and that 
they have been dragged across the 
country for long distances for the sole 
purpose of swelling the incomes of 
United States marshals. 


These charges are serious enough to 


call for investigation, and the govern 
saent should thoroughly sift the rec 
ords of those who have been managing 
the Indians at Leach Lake. If there 
has been any dishonesty in the treat- 
ment of the Indians by the government 
agents the agents should be punished 
and if the law in regard to the sale of 
liquor has been enforced in a slipshod 
manner, except when fees for United 
States marshals are desired, somebody 
ought to be dismissed. 


No law is stronger than public senti- 


ment and if the government agents do 
not attempt to cultivate public sen- 
timent against violations of the law in 
regard to liquor-selling to. Indians, the 
red men cannot be expected to have 
any regard for the law. 


STATISTICS OP MUPORTS. 


A recent publication of the govern- 


ment bureau of statistics to which ref- 
erence has heretofore been made in 
these columns, makes a very interest- 
ing comparison of the statistics relat- 
ing to imports. The growth of im- 
ports, while necessarily great by reason 
of increased population, has not kept 
pace with that of exports, especially in 
the last quarter of a century. 


The 
J100,000,000 iiue in the 
import 


trade was passed as early as 1801, and 
again in 1805, 1806 and 1807, and at in- 
tervals until 1844, when the total of 
$102,604,606 was followed by a rapid 
growth, 
the 
$200,000,000 line being 


passed in 1851, the $300,000,000 line in 
1S56, the $400,000,000 line in 1866, the 
$500,000,000 line in 1871, while 1872 ex- 
ceeded 
$600,000,000, 
1882 exceeded 


$700,000,000 and 1891 passed the $800,- 
000,000' line, the high-water mark of 
Imports being reached in 1893, when 
the figures were $866,400,922, while the 
year just ended, 1898, makes a lower 
record of imports than any year with 
«. single exception, since 1879.

l"wo Big Coal CompaalM Unable tm Meet 


Their ObliCMi«u. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 15.— The Turn«y & 


Jon«» Coal company of Columbus, and 
the Pennsylvania and Ohio Fuel com- 
pany of St. Paul, with offices also in 
Chicago, were yesterday, by the federal 
court, put into the hands of the Security 
Smd Title company of Chicago a* re- 
ceivers. 
Thase companies are among 


the largest that ever operated in tha 
Ohio coal fields. Their troubles com- 
menced in the summer of 1897 with tho 
treat coal strike. 
They had large coin- 


tracts to fill In the northwest and were 
unable to get coal until late in the sum- 
mer, and then at a high price and with 
very high lake frrifrhts. 
The result was 


a loss of over $200,000 at that time. 
Dur- 


ing the pa*t summer they bought very 
large quantities of coal which is still on 
their docks, while their collections have 
been very slow. 
As they bought the 


coal e*rly a great deal of the paper has 
fallen duo before receipts were coming 
in. 
The crisis was brought about by 


New York parties declaring due the 
whole of an issue of $280,000 of obliga- 
tions, because one of the instalments 
was not paid promptly. 


The liabilities amount lo $1,300,000. 


Tho officers cf the companies state that 
they will ray Uw liabilities in full if the 
assets are carefully handled. 
The two 


companies are 
owned by the same 


parties, mostly by H. D. Turney of Co- 
lumbus and John S. Jones of Chicago, 
and had to stand or fall together. The 
mines «f these companies furnish about 
half of tht coal tonnasre for the Colum- 
bus, Sanclusky and Hocking railroad, 
and the future of that property depends 
largely on what is done by th« receivers 
of tha coal companies.

The 
two contented seats in the senate will 
be decided by the courts and the same 
decision will settle both, the question 
being whether a senator loses his seat 
by accepting a commisrton in the army. 
Senator Pi«rson is a lieutenant and Sen- 
ator G«tDendaoner a captain in the Sec- 
ond West Virginia regiment, and Demo- 
crats are elected an successors. 
The 


house will pass on the eligibility of its 
members and several seats will be con- 
tested. The official returns will amount 
to nothing more than to furnish data 
upon which the two parties can work.

NEWYOKK, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—Now 


that the election of 1898 is rapidly fading 
into history, It will violate no oonfldutt* 
to sajr that sumu of the slncerest support- 
ers of Golouul Kooaevelt wore almost M 
much surprised by hit victory H tb« 
strongest Tammany workers. 


In other words, although there waa no 


lack of effort urnonj; the Republican lead- 
ers, they had many misgivings regarding 
the result. They knew that Tammany 
was in exceedingly effective condition- 
that it was bettor organized, in fact, than 
it had boen for years. They know that ita 
money box wai full and that Croker, who 
truthfully bcastod that no election to the 
winning of whioh ho had ghcn hig ener- 
gies unrufeorvedly had over bueu lost by his 
party, was working tti hard this year for 
domination hi the state as in the city. 
They knew, or thought they know, and 
every one took it for granted, th(»t the sa- 
loon keepers and all their friends were a 
unit for Van Wyck. With their solid sup- 
port, the backing of the en tiro sporting ele- 
ment and no dcfoction to Kpcuk of among 
Democrats of the sort that read the New 
York Times, all added to the proverbial 
Republican apathy of an "off year," there 
seemed many reasons to fear the worst 
from the Republican viewpoint. 


At tha same time those things all gave 


confidence of the strongest sort to the 
Tammany leaders, andtbero is little doubt 
that on Tuesday morning last; they felt as 
certain of the result as the Republicans 
folt uncertain. Had Croker'e careful esti- 
mate of tho Tammany vote in the city 
been justified by tho count on Tuesday 
eight Van Wyck would today have been 
governor elect and not Hoosevclt. Croker 
has rarely or never made such a break be- 
fore, and naturally the town has been busy 
ever since Wednesday morning figuring 
out how ho came to make this one, while 
divers district leaders, Divver among the 
others, have been getting ready for decapi- 
tation. 


Were the Saloon Men Divided? 
There are many iu Now York today who 


believe the notion that tho saloon men 
Were united for Van Wyck was erroneous. 


Everybody conccxles that the brewers to 


a man were in favor of the Democratic 
candidate, and that the majority of the 
beer sellers were with them, because of the 
Raines liquor law and the high license 
foes ic imposes. ID is assumed, however, 
that this law seemed a good thing to cer- 
tain of tbo saloon men, and while they 
weren't advertising their preference from 
tho house tops they made up their minds 
early in the game to put in as much effect- 
ive, quiet work for Koosevelt as they pos- 
ei Lily could. That this assumption is not 
wholly wrong has been made perfectly 
clear to the writer of this correspondence 
by the personal statements of several sa- 
loon keepers. These thought it wise to 
maintain a discreet silence before election, 
but now feel at liberty to talk. They de- 
clare that the personal attitude of them- 
selves and friends made a difference of 
•01110 thousands of votes, and than if this 
difference was not quite enough to turn 
the scale iti was still sufficient to count 
materially. 


Another element in lessoning the Dem- 


ocratic vote in this city was the ostenta- 
tious "wide openness" of the town during 
tho later weeks of the campaign. It is all 
very well to Bay that the stories of the un- 
Usual license allowed in certain theatrical 
performances, 50 called, were chiefly 
"newspaper talk," but the truth is that 
the recent shamelessneBi of certain places 
of public entertainment here exceeds any- 
thing previously known in New York 
Within the memory of man. Besides, dives 
much worse in character than those un- 
earthed by the Bev. Dr. Parfchurst a few 
years ago were allowed to run without let 
or hindrance all through September and 
October. 


Some of these places were quite down 


to the level of the worst dives in Paris. 
In truth, it would be impossible to im- 
agine anything moro degrading than the 
performances that wore nightly to be wit- 
nessed in three or four New York estab- 
lishments by any one who had tbe price. 
That Tammany's coffers were benefited by 
tho condition of affairs has not been 
proved, but charges to that effect have 
becu openly made and accepted as true. 
And while no QUO has sought to fasten any 
responsibility in tho premises upon Au- 
gustus Van Wyck, thera isn't the shadow 
of a doubt that he was short many votes 
through the belief in some quarters that 
the days of "police protection" had re- 
turned to the town. 


Feeling of the Silver Democrat*. 
Moreover, the ultra 16 to 1 Democrats 


were far from being united in tha support 
of Van Wyck. They wero as anxious to 
h;i 
him declare hiinsolf in favor of the 


rei...inetization of the white metal as the 
single standard Democrats were to have 
him repudiate that policy. And, unlike 
either the single standard men, who ac- 
cepted bis noncommittal policy and voted 
for him, and thoso saloon men who liked 
the Raines law und voted against him, the 
ultra silver men wore outspoken against 
Vfin Wyck from start to finish. 


In fact, as was predicted to tho writer 


of this correspondence long before the 
nominations, many free silver Democrats 
voted for Roosevelt despite bis views on 
the money question instead of for Van 
\Vyck who preferred to say nothing about 
It, but distinctly stated that national is- 
sues had no placa in a state campaign. 
Today some 1(3 to 1 Democrats are as 
happy over the result of tho election as the 
etrongest 8ml most pronounced single 
Standard Republican possibly can be. 
While many of them, perhaps tho major- 
ity, considered tho candidacy of McDonald I 
• fake, they attributed bis forced failure 
to make the running to tho managers of 
Van Wyck's campaign, declaring openly 
that it was brought about by a trick of the 
most transparent sort, 


They say thatwhilo Tammany undoubt- 


edly retains complete power over the city, 
it has no standing worth mentioning in 
tho state, and that thero will bo two dele- 
gations to the national Democratic con- 
vention of 1900, with strong probabilities 
that the Tammany crowd will bo shutout. 


Some sorry ilL-pul>lieuii>. 


But it should not be understood that 


tho renult was entirely satisfactory to the 
Republicans of this city. Tho election of 
every Democratic candidate to tho bouse 
of ropresentativea is an exceedingly bitter j 
pill to swallow, and the defeat of Quigg by 
Chanler was as wormwood to the Hon. 
Thomas Collier Plutt.

Liberty, whose original 
name is

superior court under bonds of $2000, 
which will compel his waiting in the 
county jail. 
The cases against him 


for drunkenness and assault and bat- 
tery were filed away. 


The fear of him in which his family 


stood was shown by the eagerness with 
which one of the girls asked, after 
court, of one of the officers, "Will they 
let him out before he goes to Pitts- 
field?" When told that he would not 
be allowed to go at liberty, she inter- 
preted the answer to her mother, and 
the relief on their faces as they went 
out was clearly expressed. 


The case has proved one of the most 


shocking in its history of family hor- 
rors that has been told in the court 
room for a long time, and the terror 
of the woman and girls of the man 
was pitable in the extreme. 


There was 
another 
case which, 


though serious in itself, brought un- 
expected and still more serious de- 
velopments. Louis Ducharme and Mrs. 
Lea Rondeau, brother and sister, were 
charged with larceny from building. 
The complaint was that they had 
Stolen gray cloth from 
the

mill, where they have been employed. 
The search warrant resulted in the 
finding- of eight yards in Mrs. Brun- 
eau's room and five yards in Du- 
charme's. 


The story of their arrest and the 


search of the house was given in yes- 
terday's Transcript. 


When the charge was read ard in- 


terpreted to them, both pleaded guilty 
the woman covering her face through 
most of the time she was in 
the 


dock. 
Fines of $25 were levied on 


each. Some evidence was heard on the 
case, and it developed that the dis- 
covery of the thefts committed by the 
two was made on the information of a 
Jealous girl, who informed on them to 
one of the mill authorities. 


It was also shown that the mills are

that his body wag thrown Into tho Tiber, 
•ml such Btonue ensued on and about that 
river that hi* body was taken out und 
thrown into the I'hone and similar dis- 
tiirbucces swept tbtit river and iti baiika. 
Then the body was taken out and moved 
to Lausanne, :\::d put, in a deeper pool, 
which !!uniec,ii»tely became the center of 
iiniilar atmor;jhorio find aqueous disturb- 
ances 
Though these are fanciful and 


falsa traditions, they show the oiecration 
svj:b which tlso world looked up.iu Pilat*. 
It was before this man, when he was in 
full life and power, that Christ was ar- 
raigned as In a court of oyorand tormin<?r. 
Pilata said to his prisoner, "Art thou a 
king, then?" and Jesus answered, "To this 
end was I born " Sure enough, although 
all earth and fcell arose to keep him down, 
he Is today empalnced, enthroned and 
coroneted king at earth and king of heav- 
en 
That is what ho cams for and that is 


What he accomplished. 


By rhe time u child reaches 10 years of 
•ge tho parents begin to discover that 
child's destiny, but by the time he or she 
reaches 15 years of age, the qn«itloii is on 
the child1! lips: "What shall I do? What 
•in I going to be? What was I made for?" 
It IB a sensible and righteous question, and 
tho youth ought to keep asking it until 
it is so fully answered that the young man 
or young woman can say with as much 
truth as its author, though on a less ex- 
yaniive scale, "To this end was I born." 


The Divine Purpose. 


There is too much divine skill shown in 


the physical, mental and moral constitu- 
tion of tho ordinary human being to sup- 
pose that he was constructed without any 
divine purpose. If yon take me out on 
•ome vest plain :ind show me a pillared 
fcemple surmounted by a dome like St. 
Peter's and having a floor of precious 
•tones and arches that must have taxed 
the brain of the greatest draftsman to de- 
*ign, and walls scrolled and niched and 
ipaneleti. and wainscoted and painted, and 
I should ask you what this building was 
put up for anil yon answered, "For noth- 
ing at all." how could I brtiere you? And 
it is impossible for me to believe that any 
ordinary human being who has in his 
muscular, nervous and cerebral organiza- 
tion more wonders than Christopher Wren 
lifted in St. Paul's, or Phidias ever chisel- 
ed on tho Acropolis, and built in such a 
v?ay that it shall last long after St. Paul's 
cathedral is as much a ruin as the Parthe- 
non—that such a being was constructed 
tor no purpose, and to execute no mission, 
and without any divine intention toward 
•ome end. The object of this sermon is to 
help you to find out what you are made 
for and help you find your sphere and as- 
el at. you into that condition where you can 
Bay with certainty and emphasis and en- 
thusiasm and triumph, ''To this end was 
I born." 


First, I discharge you from all responsi- 


bility for ruost of your environments You 
are not responsible for your parentage or 
grsndparentage 
You are not responsible 


for any of the cranks that may have lived 
lu your ancestral lino and who a hundred 
years before you were born may have lived 
• style oi life that more or less affects you 
today You are not responsible for the fact 
that your temperament is sanguine, or 
melancholic, or bilious, or lymphatic, or 
pwj-vous 
Neither are you responsible for 


tiie place of your nativity, w hether among 
the yracita hills of New England, or the 
co-ton plantations of Louisiana, or on the 
banks of tho Clyde, or the Dneiper, or the 
fchannon, or the Seino 
Neither are you 


responsioio for the religion taught in your 
father s hou?e. or the irreligion 
Do not 


botoef yourself about v* hat you cannot 
te'p cr about circumstances that you did 
not decree. 


Tiite things as they are end decide the 


question GO that you shall be able safely 
to say. "To this eud was I bom.' 
Huw 


will you decide it? By direct application 
to rhe only Being iu the universe who is 
competent to tall you—tho Lord Almighty 
Do you knew the reason why he is the 
only cue who can telly Because be can see 
everything between your cradle and your 
grave, though the grave be 80 years off 
And besides that he is the only Being who 
ean see what has been happening in tho 
last 500 years in your ancestral line, and 
for thousands of years clear back to Adam 
and there is not one person in all that an- 
cestral lice of 6,000 years but has some- 
how affected your character, and even old 
Adam himself will sometimes turn up in 
your disposition. The only Being who can 
take all rhingg that pertain to you into 
consideration is Gcd, and he is the one 
yon can ask 
Life is go short we have no 


time to experiment with occupations and 
professions 
The reason we have so many 


dead failures is that parents docide for 
children what they shall do or children 
themselves, wrought on by some whim or 
fnncy. deoido for themselves, without any 
imploration of divine guidance 
So we 


have now in pulpits men making sermons 
who ought to be in blacksmith shops mak- 
ing plowfihs*res, and we have in the law 
those who instead of ruining the cases of 
their clients ought to be pounding shoe 
tints, and doctors who aro the worst hin- 
drances to their patients convalescence 
and artists trying to paint landscapes who 
ought to be whitewashing board fences 
while there ara others making bricks who 
Kught to bo remodeling constitutions or 
ihoving pianos ivho ought to be trans- 
forming literatures 
Ask God about what 


worldly business you shall undertake until 
you are so positive you can in earnestness 
•mite your hand on your plow handle or 
your carpenter's bench,.or your Block- 
stone's "Commentaries." or your medical 
dictionary, or your Or Diet's "Didactic 
Theology,' saying. "For this end was I 
born ' There are children who early de- 
velop natural affinities for certain styles 
•f work 
When the father of the astron- 


omer Forbes was going to London, he 
•tiked his children what present be should 
bring each one of them 
The boy who 


was to be an astronomer cried out. "Bring 
me a toluscope I'

teresting to any one to bo able to look 
back upon pictures of what he was 10, or 
SO, or SO years ago. but have you ever had 
a picture taken of what you may be and 
what yon will be U you seek after God and 
feel the spirit's regenerating power? 
Where shall I plant the casaera to take the 
picture? I plant It on thin platform. I 
direct it toward you. Sit still or stand 
still while I take the picture. It shall be 
an instantaneous picture. There 1 I have 
it. It is done. You oan eee the picture in 
its imperfect state and get some idea of 
what it will be when thoroughly devel- 
oped. 
There is your resurrected body, so 


brilliant that >the noonday sun is a patch 
of midnight compared with it. 
There is 


your soul, «o pure that all the forces of 
diabolism oould not spot it with an im- 
perfection. There is your being, ao mighty 
and so swift that flight from heaven to 
Mercury or Mars or Jupiter and back 
again to heaven would not weary yon, and 
a world on each shoulder would not crush 
you 
An eyo that shall never shed a tear.

Tiie End of All Life. 


If you roalize that It Is an imperfect 


picture, my apology is what the apostle 
John said, "It doth not yet appear what 
we shall be." "'To this end was I born.' 
If I did not think so, I would be over- 
whelmed witb melancholy 
The world 


does very well for a little while, 80 or 100 
or 150 years, and I think that human lon- 
gevity may yet be improved up to that 
prolongation, for now there is ao little 
room bonveen our cradle and our grave 
we cannot accomplish much, but who 
would want to dwell in this world for all 
eternity Some think this earth will final- 
ly be turned Into a heaven 
Perhaps it- 


may, but it would have to undergo radical 
repairs and thorough eliminations and 
evolutions and revolutions and transfor- 
mations infinite to make it desirable for 
eternal residence 
All the east winds 


would have to become west winds and all 
the winters changed to sprinutidos and 
all the volcanoes extinguished and the 
oceans chained to their beds and the epi- 
demics forbidden entrance and the world 
so fixed up that I think it would take 
more to repair thia old world than to make 
an entirely new one. But I must say I 
do not care where heaven is, if we can 
only get there; whether a gardenized 
America or an emparadised £urope or a 
world central to tho whole universe. "To 
this end was I born." If each one of us 
could say that, we would go with faces 
ebiniug and 
hopes exhilarant amid 


earth's worst misfortunes and trials Only 
a little while, and then the rupture. Only 
a little while, and then the reunion. Only 
a little while, and then the transfigura- 
tion. 


In the seventeenth century all Europe 


was threatened with a wu\e of Asiatic 
barbarism, and Vienna was especially be-

The king and his court had fled,

It was the reflection of the sun on 
tho swords and shield* and helmet* of 
John Sobieeki and bis army coming down 
over the hills to the rescue, and that day 
not only Vienna, but Europe, was saved. 
And sec you not; O ye souls, besieged with 
ein and sorrow, that light breaks in; tho 
swords and tha iblelds and the helmets of 
divino rescue bathed In the rising aim of 
heavenly deliverance? Let everything else 
go rather than let heaven RO.

Benjamin Franklin'* Nepotl«m. 


In The Century Paul Leicester Ford 


writes of "Franklin's Family Relations." 
Of Franklin's grandson, Benjamin Frank- 
lin Bache, Ml1. Ford says: 


When Franklin went to France in 1778, 


he took this grandson with him to "give 
him a little French language and'address." 
With still other ends in view, 10 soon as 
be was settled in Paris he "sent him to 
finish his education at Genera," as "I in- 
tend him for a Presbyterian as well as a 
republican." Here the boy remained four 
yoars and then returned to live wish his 
grandfather, who wrote the mother: "I 
1mvc had a great deal of pleasure in Ben. 
Ho is a good, honest lad and will make, I 
think, a valuable man." "He gains daily 
upon my affection," and "we love him, 
very much." 


Young Bache came to America with his 


grandfather, and by his aid was estab- 
lished as a printer, Franklin supplying all 
the equipment for tho office, which be left 
him in his will, together with other prop- : 
erty. In his behalf also he asked Wash- 
ington for some public office, an applica- 
tion which shared the same fate as that he 
had made for bis other grandson, by be- 
ing refused. 
It WAS the common feeling 


of the time that Franklin had used civil 
ofljce to serve his family rnoro than lo serve 
tbo public, and so there was suilicient 
prejudice to make exclusion of his relatives 
fhiiost a policy with the new government. 
This discrimination in time led to ill feel- 
ing, and eventually Benjamin Franklin 
Bache became the standard bearer of toe 
journalists who abused Washington,

The Iron Chancellor W*B an Adept 


In Trick* Like Tbeae. 


The man of blood and iron was not 


above expedients when bloodshed and 
blows failed him or were unwise. He even 
was not above tears when orders, brow- 
beatings aud arguments were of no avail. 


The council considering the feasibility 


of an invasion of Hungary by Germany 
•was keen for the forward campaign. Bis- 
marck foresaw the dangers. Cholera wal 
raging and would rage more fiercely di- 
rectly an array was thrown into the coun- 
try. 
It was an unmapped, unfamiliar 


land. These and other cogent reasons h« 
advanced. The council was determined 
and the prince in what seemed a hopelesl 
minority. 


He retired to an apartment separated 


from tbe council chamber by portieres. Ho 
threw himself upon a sofa and fell Into a 
fit of violent weeping. The sound gave 
tho councilors pause. They argued fur- 
ther arid reconsidered, swinging finally in- 
to Bismarck's way of thinking.

pected to be satisfied with a lower rate 
of remuneration. And then, as if to add 
insult to injury, the better paid half of 
the community, instead of trying to 
help their sisters to remedy this injus- 
tice, take part against them—that is, 
the majority of them do—and actually 
accuse women of willfully and deliber- 
ately taking smaller pay—cutting down 
prices, the men call it—with the express 
object of getting rid of them and tak- 
ing their places, as if, forsooth, any wo- 
man under the sun would take small- 
er payment than she is obliged to. The 
absurdity of the idea speaks for itself. 


The truth is that a woman takes 


poorer pay on tha principle that half a 
loaf 15 better than no bread at all. She 
would take more if she could get it, 
willingly and gladly. It is a mistake 
to think that women are so enamored 
of work that they want to take it all 
out o£ their brothers' hands into their 
own. 
On the contrary, women, as a 


rule—indeed it might be said all wo- 
men, 
with a few exceptions—dislike 


regular, steady work. They ;lo it from 
necessity, not from choice. In her 
heart of hearts each woman, although 
she will not always acknowledge it, 
even to herself, would far rather have 
her own house, rule her own house- 
hold and govern her own kingdom of 
love and home than do any outside 
work, but even in these days of prog- 
ress and emancipation woman is not 
always mistress of her own fate. 
If 


she were, there would not be so many 
poor, weary, ill paid women worker* 
as there are. 


Tounsr girls may think it fine and in- 


dependent to take up work and vie with 


man's time nor her labor is of so much 
value as the time and labor of men—no, 
not even if she works for ever so long 
and performs her duties as well. 


How or why they have come to this 


decision it would be difficult to say, but 
that they have done so is surely not 
the fault of woman, but her misfortune, 
for which she should be rather pitied 
and helped than condemned. Not so 
very long ago there was an appoint- 
ment vacant, and among the many ap- 
plicants for the post was a woman, or 
women. To one of them the appoint- 
ment was given, but with a reduced 
salary, and the reason for this reduc- 
tion was not because she was less fitted 
for the post. No, that would have been 
a reflection upon those who appointed 
her. It was because, being a woman, 
it was supposed she would not require 
to spend as much on her food and liv- 
ing as a man would. 


If this is the principle on which the 


payment of women is regulated, there 
cannot be much said for its justice. 
Women do not expect or ask to be paid 
more than their brothers, but they do 
consider it unfair to be paid less if their 
work is as good and as quickly done. 
The question of the payment of women 
Is not one of sentiment, but one of 
simple justice and equity—a question of 
merely whether good and honest work 
is not of as much value when done by 
a woman as it is when done by a man.

Interesting Local History, 


There is a bit of very interesting 


local history connected with the sum- 
mer home at Rowe which E. A. Tower 
of this city has purchased, as reported 
in a recent issue of The Transcript. 


Many years agio a small wooden 


factory was built upon these premises 
and for many years woolen goods were 
manufactured 
there. The mill was 


built by Messrs. Reed and the Amidon 
brothers nearly 70 years ago, but under 
their management was not a financial 
success. 
In the year 1847 Stephen P. 


Day of Pittsfleld ,a practical manufac- 
turer, came to Rowe and hired the mill, 
and five years later bought it and for 
many years did a successful business. 


It was the custom of the farmers all 


about this section to carry their wool 
to Mr. Day and have it made into 
cloth, which was said to be of an ex- 
cellent quality. In the year 1840 the 
late William Wilkinson of Blackinton 
moved to the town of Rowe and found 
employment in this little mill and a 
few years later his son, E. S. Wilkinson 
of the Adams National bank was born. 


The old mill is now fast going to 


decay. It makes a very interesting 
picture as it stands with the beautiful 
mountains in the distance. The belfry 
is still there but tire old bell that used 
to call people to their daily tasks has 
been taken away, and a single glance 
at the old wheel convinces us that its 
work is over. The water to run the 
mill came from a large pond located a 
quarter of a mile north. Several years 
ago a portion of the dam gave way 
and the pond was destroyed. 


There has been much talk of late 


among the people to rebuild the dam, 
and have the large tract of land flood- 
ed again for sporting purposes, and as 
Rowe is becoming a popular resort for 
many peole who prefer a quiet home 
among the mountains to the seashore, 
it would add a strong attraction to 
the delightful little town.

Hereafter no one 
need go shoeless who can scrape to- 
gether 15 cents, borrow 75 cents more, ' 
and induce five of his friends to back 
him in his miniature Wall street tran- 
sactions. Within a couple of <lays the 
city should be flooded with 15 cent 
made "agents" of this new company, , 
all anxious to admit his neighbor into ' 
the blessings of securing good shoes 
for little money, and incidentally to 
earn his own pair of foot-gear. 


The real name of the company is 


the Shoe Investment company, and it 
comes here, as its general agent says, 
as what may be called a special favor 
to the community. Heretofore no city 
of less than 25,000 population has been 
visited by this new scheme. Even 
Pittsfleld has not ,yet been visited. 


The scheme itself is a brand new 


one, 
on the market for not over two 


months, and as the work of a double- 
dyed genius 
discounts 
the famous 


trading stamp scheme as that de- 
parted blessing discounted the old- 
time giving of chromos to new cus- 
tomers. It is in brief like this: 


Pay one of the temporary "agents" 


15 cents for a coupon he will sell you. 
Take this to the office of the company, 
with 75 cents more, and receive a slip 
of five coupons like the one you bought. 
You are then an "agent" yourself. Now 
sell these flve coupons to five of your 
friends, who will in turn take them to 
the office and become "agents" just as 
you did. When all live have been re- 
turned to the office, and only then, you 
are entitled to an order on a local 
shne dealer for a pair of $3.50 shoes. 


You paid out 90 cents in all to be- 


come an agent. You received 75 cents 
from the sale of the flve coupons. The 
difference, 15 cents, is the price of the 
shoes to you. 
' This outline is most seductive when 
the agreeable agent explains it, and it 
looks very simple. The point of the 
scheme is clear, however, and a slight 
calculation will show just where it will 
land in the community. Every agent 
secures flve more in order to secure 
his shoes. Each of these five secures 
five more. It is like the "chain-letter" 
calculations,and any break in the chain 
deprives the agent whose list is 
broken of his pair of shoes. The com- 
pany does not lose on this, however, 
for the others who are left in the chain 
go right on in making business for the 
firm. 


It is easy to calculate just how many 


links of this chain can go on before the 
limit is reached. The manager told a 
Transcript reporter at 10 o'clock this 
morning that he had sent out two 
"agents" at that time. 
Suppose he 


sent out no more, each of these two 
bring in five, and each of these 10 flve 
more, or 50. Here is the way the num- 
ber would increase on each link:

Here it will be seen that on the 


7th link is a number far in excess of 
the population of the city of North 
Adams. 
By the time a consecutive 


list of seven "agents" have been in- 
volved, the last member of this one 
list will find himself running in oppo- 
sition to over 30,000 others, with nobody 
at all to work on who has not been 
"touched." 


There is nothing at all "fakey" about 


the scheme. It is an open transaction 
which all can understand, but it is 
only fair that all should understand 
it thoroughly before they go into it. 
The first few who go into it are likely 
to make a success. But the last thou- 
sands will find theTieslves frantically 
rushing around in a vain endeavor to 
dispose of their coupons to persons 
who have already been dodging similar 
requests all around the city. 


In the original scheme, if one of the 


five coupons sold from one slip was not 
brought back, the "agent" who sold 
them got no shoes and no rebate. The 
scheme as introduced here today goes 
this method a little better and makes 
it a litle more safe for the "agent." 
In case some of the coupons are re- 
turned and others are not, the "agent" 
can go up to headquarters and get 25 
cents on each ticket which has been 
returned.

money loss. 


This new scheme was first started in 


Boston eight weeks ago. The name of 
the genius who evolved it is unknown. 
Since it was first started it has raged 
with great fury over Boston, New 
York, Chicago, Springfield, Worcester 
and other cities. The beginning is au- 
spicious, for the company. 
Bui. the 


end of it no one knows. As the local 
manager said in talking of it, "It's 
really so new we don't know what the 
end will be . In fact, we haven't been 
able to calculate just who is 'stuck' 
in it. Of course we are n«t." 


The simple answer seems to be that 


the "agents" at the end of the list are 
"stuck," and that if the schem" works 
here, the city will soon be filietl \\ith 
the flying feet and warbling tongues 
of impromptu "agents" trying in ina'.l 
haste to dispose of their 15 cent shoe 
tickets.
